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A New Industry’s Success in Jarrow 


labour problems. The success of an American company’s sub- 

sidiary at Jarrow, in the Tyneside area, is due in a large part to 
the thorough way in which they anticipated and tackled these 
problems. 

The American company of Rohm & Haas, of Philadelphia, set up 
in London in 1935 a selling agency for Europe. In 1950 they set up 
production centres in a number of countries, including Britain, 
France, Brazil, Japan and Canada. The British factory — Charles 
Lennig & Company (G.B.) Limited -opened at Jarrow in 1955, 
manufactures special organic chemicals such as additives for lubri- 
cating oils, leather finishes and ion exchange resins for water puri- 
fication and the extraction of uranium from its ores. 


American executives of the parent company after discussing with 
the Regional Office of the Board of ‘Trade in Newcastle-upon-Tyne 
possible sites for a factory decided on Jarrow where they at first took 
a lease on three acres of land from the North Eastern Trading Estates 
Ltd. There was a big shed, part brick, part corrugated iron, on this 
land suitable for housing chemical plant. More important to such an 
industry, the site was alongside the River Tyne, providing ample 
cooling water. There was, however, no other chemical industry in the 
immediate area and no pool of men to draw on with experience of the 
industry. 

The starting-up team, in fact, comprised a works manager and a 
chief chemist both from outside the area. ‘They spent three months 
with the parent company in Philadelphia learning the technical 
know-how before going to the North East where a plant was being 
built by the Tees-side firm of Ashmore, Benson, Pease & Company. 
The equipment is almost entirely British. Six trained and long- 
experienced supervisors were then recruited from the North of 
England. Subsequently about half-a-dozen of the key men have had a 
training spell in the U.S.A. 


B hssoxr p A NEW INDUSTRY to an area can present several 
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Tyneside is regarded as a strong union area and discussions on 
recruiting labour were held with the Personnel Management Adviser 
of the Ministry of Labour’s regional office in Newcastle-upon-Tyne. 
‘The management found this to be most useful. There were talks, too, 
with local trade union officials before a nucleus of 12 men was recruited 
to operate the plant. Some belonged to the Transport and General 
Workers’ Union, but none had experience in the chemical industry. 
‘Today there is a labour force of 150 —comprising 50 staff and 100 
hourly-paid employees. ‘The only female labour is in the office. The 
two chief unions represented are the T.W.G.U. and the A.E.U. for 
the fitters and maintenance staff. 


In Search of Labour 


While the labour proved willing and adaptable there was an under- 
standable ignorance of possible hazards from chemical plant working. 
The unions discussed this with the Nuffield Department of Industrial 
Health at King’s College, University of Durham, and the management 
readily agreed to call in the head of the department, Professor R. C. 
Browne, to carry out an investigation. He did so for a week, covering 
both night and day work, and then made his findings readily under- 
stood to the employees by such comparisons as that of a small leak of 
gas to smoking X number of cigarettes a day. The assurances he gave 
did much to settle minds of men feeling their way in what to them was 
a new industry. 

In their search for hourly-paid men as the factory quickly grew the 
management concentrated on selecting those under 35, capable of 
training, and with a stable outlook and wanting a steady job. Many 
men in the area had been used to the busy and quiet spells of ship- 
building and shiprepairing. What the new firm wanted were men ready 
to do well at their job and stay at it. One source of recruitment was that 
of ex-Forces men through the Regular Soldiers’, Sailors’ and Airmen’s 
Employment Bureau, these men being young, fit and adaptable and 
used to discipline — an important point in the running of a chemical 
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plant where a sequence of operations must be strictly kept. 


Almost from the start management and unions held monthly joint 
meetings with published minutes, and a union approach on wages led 
to joint consultation on establishing a wage structure. ‘The management 
wanted this in line with firms of good repute in the chemical industry 
and some of these, and the Association of Chemicai and Allied 
Employers helped to that end. 


The wage structure embraces job evaluation, merit rating, and 
service pay. Every job in the works was appraised by management and 
union representatives under an independent chairman — a consultant, 
A points system was used, and into account were taken the skill and 
mental and physical effort needed on a job, and the working conditions, 
In addition, an extra rate for service was introduced, the maximum 
being reached in three years. Every man is also merit-rated, worked 
out over four-monthly periods. 


Merit-Rating 


The way a man has done his work over the preceding four months 
decides his merit pay for the next four months. The factors taken 
into consideration here are timekeeping, attendance, housekeeping, 
the quality of his work, and safety. Special emphasis is laid on house- 
keeping and punctuality. These schemes quickly led to a new pride 
being taken in all work. Men keep their own equipment and sections 
clean and tidy, with resultant greater efficiency. Committees of 
foremen and supervisors sit to decide merit-rating. The works 
manager acts as merit leveller. If a man is dissatisfied with his merit- 
rating he can appeal to a committee headed by the works manager, and 
he can take his union official along if he wishes. The appeals com- 
mittee has been running for two year's; there are few appeals. It 
comprises the works manager, two plant managers, the personnel 
officer and a foreman. There is also a pension and life-assurance 
scheme for all employees after two years’ service. 


This careful build-up of good relationships is reflected in the low 
turnover of labour —4°5 per cent. this year. Plant expenditure has 
increased three times, and overtime is worked to provide a 54-day 
week one week and a 6-day week the next. This has operated for the 
past two years. When the factory started it made four products; its 
range now extends to 41. Total production in tonnage has gone up by 
about 15 times on the first year’s figure. Nearly 90 per cent. of produc- 
tion goes in direct exports. 


The firm have not only bought the three acres they leased four 
years ago, but have now bought a further 12 acres for future expansion 
for which eventually they will need considerably more labour. 


Midland Firm’s Move to Gateshead 


HE ONLY REGRET a Midlands firm have in moving the entire 
production of one of its products to North East England is that 
they did not do so sooner. The firm is Burgess Products Co. 
Ltd., of Hinckley, Leicestershire, whose Micro-Switch Division is 
now wholly based at the "Team Valley Trading Estate, Gateshead - 
the parent trading estate in this part of the country, and one of the 
first and biggest estates of its kind in Britain. 


Micro-switches are small limit-switches. Burgess Products Co. Ltd. 
were the first firm in Britain to start manufacturing them. That was in 
1936. The demand, especially for aircraft, rose very rapidly not only 
before and during the war but afterwards. The very success of the 
switches brought in orders from home and abroad which could not be 
met on time. By 1948 there was a worrying backlog of deliveries 
growing ever longer. The firm were then handicapped by having 
scattered production in three different centres in Leicestershire. The 
machine shop was in the firm’s own main factory; the toolroom was in 
part of a hosiery factory; the assembly shop was in part of a boot and 
shoe factory. Labour was difficult to secure and hold in a very 
competitive area. 


It was therefore decided to move the whole division to a more 
suitable part of the country and the firm became interested in the 
Tyneside area where labour was said to be more plentiful and adapt- 
able. They took the plunge when two adjacent factories at Team 
Valley were due to become available for renting in 1951. As an 
inducement to key workers, the firm sent them to the North East to 
see the area where it was proposed to establish the new factory. 


There they found a good deai of lovely countryside in close 
proximity to coastal resorts on the very doorstep of the industrial 
centres. Another inducement to the key workers was the help given in 
obtaining house building licences because of their position in industry. 
Subsequently all the employees in Leicestershire were told of the 
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move, but because of readily available jobs both with the firm and 
elsewhere many stayed on to speed up production as fast as possible 
to build up sufficient stocks to give the new division a useful start. 


Suitable Labour 


Advertisements in the Tyneside papers brought in the right kind of 
men and women for interviews held locally, and only a handful of key 
workers from the Midlands were there when the move was made in 
June 1951. Mock-ups of the layout for the two factories — one to be 
used as a machine shop, the other as the assembly shop — had been 
made, drawings had been prepared and the factories had been wired 
by local contractors ready for the move in. The key workers were 
helped financially until they were settled with their families in the 
district. 

A total of under 50 workers was available when the factory opened 
on the very day that the office furniture arrived and work began 
immediately. ‘The firm pay tribute to the help they received during 
this early stage, and since, from the North Eastern Trading Estates 
Ltd., the local offices of the Board of Trade in Newcastle-upon-Tyne, 
and the Ministry of Labour and National Service. The local labour 
employed — about half female —- quickly proved its keenness and 
adaptability and for most jobs only short training was necessary. 

The success of the move was quickly evident. Chiefly through the 
build-up of stock the output of assembled products in the first month 
was about 50 per cent. of average monthly output from the Midlands. 
The second month saw a drop to about 25 per cent., but with an 
increasing percentage of locally produced micro-switches. Production 
thereafter began to rise and the labour force has been constantly 
increasing, reaching a peak of about 400 workers 12 months ago when 
another big build-up of stocks was necessary. Afterwards a cut in 
overtime, a temporary switch to a four-day week and normal wastage 
brought the figure to the present-day one of 360 which is now meeting 
requirements. Exports have been doubled, about 20 per cent. of 
production going in direct export and more in indirect export. 


Apart from the introduction of new machinery, and the planned 
layout of the two adjoining factories, productivity has been helped 
by a suggestion scheme, and by a merit award scheme. This is an 
improvement on the merit award scheme run in the Midlands. There 
was strong opposition at first from the Team Valley shop stewards 
who thought initially that favouritism of a worker might help him or 
her unfairly. The scheme was discussed fully with the shop stewards 
and union representatives and given a trial. It is now established and 
owes much of its success to its appeals system. Assessments for merit 
awards are made by the head of the department and are ratified by a 
committee comprising the personnel officer, works manager and head 
of the department concerned, and in addition there can be a direct 
appeal to the management against their decisions. In actual fact it is 
along time since there has been an appeal. 


Despite competition in the micro-switch trade the firm has more 
than held its own and up to two years ago was still finding difficulty 
in keeping pace with all delivery promises. An improved production 
control system was devised and has resulted in the present position — 
ex-stock deliveries against an increasing demand. 


There are few transport worries for the firm. The bulk of their 
products go by parcel post from the estate itself, where there are no 
trafic hold-ups. Expansion has led to a new office block being taken 
over for the design and development section, and a new extension 
is being built to one of the factories. When completed this will provide 
a further 100 employment opportunities. The division is entirely 
self-contained including accounting. The biggest monthly orders were 
booked this summer beating a previous record at the beginning of 
the year. 

The ‘run of the mill’ female labour on Tyneside has proved ad- 
mirable. ‘Tool makers and auto-setters for the production of very small 
components were harder to find but once traced have proved adaptable, 
willing, and as competent as their greater numbers in the Midlands. 
In the words of one of the firm’s executives, ‘We are very glad we 
moved up here. We could not have afforded to have done otherwise.’ 


Investigation of Affairs of H. Jasper & Co. Ltd. 


IT WAS ANNOUNCED on September 25 that in accordance with 
their powers under Section 165 (b) of the Companies Act, 1948, the 
Board of Trade had decided to appoint an Inspector to investigate 
the affairs of H. Jasper & Co. Ltd. and that Mr. Neville Faulks, Q.C.., 
had been appointed for this purpose. 
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Room for Increased British-Swedish Trade 


EXISTING OPPORTUNITIES in Sweden for British exporters were 
stressed, and the scope, size and nature of the Swedish market for 
certain classes of British goods was examined at a joint British-Swedish 
Chamber of Commerce and Federation of British Industries confer- 
ence held in London on September 23. The conference was a follow-up 
to the conferences on United Kingdom trade with Scandinavia held 
in May last. 

Sit Norman Kipping, Director-General of the Federation of British 
Industries, said at a press conference that the British - Swedish 
Cnamber of Commerce had been in existence for about five years. 
About 70 Swedish businessmen had come over to London for the 
annual general meeting of the British-Swedish Chamber which pre- 
ceded the conference to which British exporters had been invited to 
meet their Swedish counterparts. It was generally felt that although 
Britain and Sweden were trading to something like £100 million a 
year in each direction, there was room for further development. 

A scheme to help British exporters now that the Outer Seven 
European Free Trade Association is coming into existence has been 
introduced by Hambros Bank Limited. They recently announced a 
new banking service for businessmen wishing to develop trade with 
Scandinavia (including Finland). The plan covers preliminary 
reports on the market, introduction to agents or customers, investiga- 
tion of buyers’ credit-worthiness, and the negotiation and provision 
of finance for credit sales without the normal recourse to the exporter 
in the event of non-payment. 


Pilot-Scale Gamma Radiation Processing Plant 


RESEARCH WORK by the United Kingdom Atomic Energy Au- 
thority on the commercial-scale use of intense radiation for industrial 
purposes has now reached the stage at which a pilot plant is being 
built for operation by the end of this year. The plant is expected to 
be the first of its kind and size in the world. 

The new plant is being built at the Wantage Radiation Laboratories 
for the Technological Irradiation Group of the Isotope Research 
Division, Atomic Energy Research Establishment. Work on the 
useful employment of the large quantities of radioactive material 
which will become available as a result of the nuclear power programme 
has been in progress for some years, and this new plant will enable 
industrial firms already investigating the technical merit and com- 
mercial potentialities of irradiated materials to carry out full-scale 
trial runs of irradiation processes, such as the sterilization of medical 
equipment and the disinfestation of packaged products. 

The contract for the detailed design and construction of the 
mechanical handling and storage equipment of the pilot plant at 
Wantage has been let to the Owen Organization. The main companies 
within that Group who are concerned are the parent company, 
Rubery Owen & Co. Ltd., Darlaston, and Electro-Hydraulics Ltd. at 
Warrington. Other companies within the Group will also contribute. 
The design and manufacturing team built up by the Owen Organiza- 
tion is working in close collaboration with the Engineering Division 
at Harwell who have established the general design and specification 
to the requirements of the Technological Irradiation Group. 

In response to requests from manufacturers and users of high- 
temperature materials, a Creep Information Centre is being set up at 
East Kilbride, so that industrial designers can more readily obtain 
data on the strength of high-temperature materials. It is hoped that it 
will become the national centre for information on the strength of 
high-temperature materials. All interested organizations are invited to 
co-operate in supplying experimental data so that the scheme may 
become as effective as possible. 

The main object of the Centre will be to collect and tabulate all the 
available data on creep and rupture properties of conventional high- 
temperature materials. Data for British materials will be issued in an 
agreed form as far as considerations of commercial security allow. The 
scheme will later be extended to include fatigue and other mechanical 
properties of high-temperature materials and information about test 
procedures and testing machines; data on foreign materials may also 
be included. 

A leaflet giving further details of the scope of the Creep Information 
Centre is available from the Laboratory. All firms and research 
organizations concerned with the production or use of high- 
temperature engineering materials are invited to participate, and to 
write to the Director, National Engineering Laboratory, East 
Kilbride, Glasgow. 
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The Work of the National Engineering Laboratory 


in the mechanical engineering industries is becoming more 

dependent on research — practically every product and process 
can benefit from the application of research results. In Britain, 
research in mechanical engineering is carried out in universities, in a 
number of research organizations serving particular sections of 
industry and in industry itself. ‘There are, however, many problems 
common to broad fields of industry which may require prolonged 
investigation by teams of mechanical and electrical engineers, physicists 
and metallurgists with access to large and expensive research equip- 
ment. The National Engineering Laboratory (previously known as 
the Mechanical Engineering Research Laboratory) was established 
in 1947 to tackle problems of this kind. Its aim is to establish the 
principles and extend the knowledge of mechanical engineering 
science so that industry can be provided with the information needed 
to solve particular problems. Tha National Engineering Laboratory 
also carries out special investigations on a confidential basis if required, 
for individual firms and offers an advisory service on all problems within 
its field of interest. 


The Laboratory occupies a 70-acre site in East Kilbride, a new 
town nine miles south-east of Glasgow. Work started in temporary 
premises in 1949 and the first permanent laboratory was occupied in 
1951. There are now four specialist laboratory buildings, and a large 
workshop in which experimental equipment and test specimens are 
manufactured; three further laboratories are planned for the next 
five years. During this period the present staff of 500 is expected to 
increase by some 50 percent. The Laboratory is a part of the Depart- 
ment of Scientific and Industrial Research. 


Hydraulic Machinery 


One of the largest of these buildings, for research on hydraulic 
machinery, is the most advanced of its kind in the world. It provides 
exceptional facilities for research on fluid flow problems, particularly 
those arising in the design and operation of pumps, water-turbines 
and associated hydraulic equipment, and in the design of high- 
pressure oil-hydraulic systems, such as hydraulic transmissions. 
Industry often needs hydraulic machinery which is more compact 
and runs at higher speeds than is current practice; at the same time 
single units are required where, previously, two or more smaller 
units would have been acceptable. ‘To design such equipment com- 
petitively, a clearer understanding of the principles affecting the 
design and operation of hydraulic machinery is required. 


Measurements on full-scale plant are often difficult and expensive 
and much of the research to improve the efficiency of water-turbines 
and pumps is therefore carried out in the laboratory with scale models. 
Closed circuits have been provided for cavitation and efficiency tests 
over a wide range of operating conditions on pump models up to 
350 h.p.; Francis and Kaplan turbine models up to 250 h.p. can be 
tested at heads up to 200 feet. There are also open circuits for per- 
formance tests on hydraulic machinery, valves and pipelines at flow 
rates up to 12,000 gallons per minute. 


In order to investigate the effect on efficiency of small changes in 
design, it is necessary to measure flow, torque, speed and head very 
accurately. Special equipment has been developed for measuring 
these quantities with an error of less than one part in 1,000, which 
is many times smaller than can be achieved in any works’ test. These 
facilities are used both to provide basic design information and for 
tests on manufacturers’ prototypes. 

Measurement of flow is important in all hydraulics work and also 
in the conservation of water supplies. Venturimeters and orifice plates 
are often used for measuring flow in pipes but the meters must be 
calibrated if an accuracy of better than about 2 per cent. is required. 
Facilities for calibrating industrial flowmeters up to 21 inches in 
diameter have been in full use since they were commissioned in 1957. 
The accurate measurement of large flows in hydro-electric installations 
and irrigation schemes is particularly difficult, but novel equipment 
has been developed which is protable, relatively accurate, and which 
produces results much more quickly than conventional methods. 
Equipment for several methods has been tried out successfully at two 
Scottish hydro-electric stations (in pipes up to 6 feet in diameter) and 
skilled teams are now available to measure large flows and to advise 
industry and standardizing organizations on the best methods to use 
in particular circumstances.

High pressure oil systems are being used more and more to transmit 
movement and power in machine-tool, agricultural machinery and 
earth-moving equipment. In many cases the existing data for the 
design of oil-hydraulic systems are inadequate for the working speeds 
and pressures now required. In the research on high-pressure oil 
systems at NEL, particular attention is given to the basic components 
of hydraulic transmissions, such as pumps and valves, to provide the 
information which will widen their range of application by increasing 
efficiency, reducing weight and size, and extending speed ranges. 

A 40 h.p. positive-displacement pump of high efficiency has been 
designed and built and is now undergoing extensive tests. This in- 
vestigation is providing the data needed for the design of larger units 
which might find application in the marine field or in heavy road 
vehicles. 


The valves and fittings used in hydraulic circuits are often need. 
lessly large and expensive; on the other hand, if the components used 
are too small, power consumption and maintenance costs are increased, 
the circuit can be noisy and its performance may be ruined. ‘This state 
of affairs arises from the lack of information on the flow characteristics 
of hydraulic fittings in common use. To help industry to design 
fluid-power circuits economically, a special rig has been provided in 
the Laboratory for manufacturers to measure the flow characteristic 
of their own fittings under the supervision of NEL staff. The results 
not only provide the manufacturer with the information now being 
demanded by the customer but often indicate ways in which the 
operation of a fitting can be improved, or suggest ways of producing 
a less expensive unit to give the same, or better performance. Eleven 
firms have already taken advantage of this service. 


Heat Transfer 


The operation of a wide range of engineering equipment, including 
power stations, refrigerators and internal-combustion engines, relies 
on efficient heat transfer. It is also of great importance in chemical 
and process industries. The mechanism of heat transfer is always 
complex and requires a variety of heat-exchange equipment, such as 
condensers, evaporators and coolers. Despite the importance of this 
subject to industry there has been relatively little systematic research 
with the result that the design of conventional equipment is usually 
based on empirical factors; this often leads to wasted fuel and con- 
structional metal when heat exchangers are made larger than necessary. 
One of the aims of the research on heat transfer is to provide more 
accurate basic design data for conventional and novel types of heat 
exchanger, and to analyse the performance of industrial heat-exchange 
equipment to find out how it can be improved. 


One of the most promising lines of research is concerned with the 
condensation of steam. Much faster rates of heat transfer can be 
obtained in steam condensing plant if the cooling surfaces are treated 
in such a way that the steam condenses as separate droplets rather 
than as the usual more-or-less continuous film of water. Special 
water-repellent compounds have now been developed which, when 
applied to the surface of copper and copper-alloy condenser tubes, 
produce “‘dropwise’’ condensation for long periods (over a year in 
some cases). Some of the compounds are being tested in the laboratory 
and others have been tried out in condensers in a power-station and 
a cross-channel steamer. If the greatly increased rates of heat transfer 
which are obtained under laboratory conditions could be achieved in 
full-scale plant, it might be possible to design condensers of only half 
the present-day size. 


The development of heat engines and many industrial and chemical 
processes, such as gas separation, depends on reliable knowledge of 
the physical properties of the working fluid over wide ranges of 
temperature and pressure. Although comprehensive tables of the 
physical properties of steam are available in a form convenient to 
designers, they do not cover the ranges of temperature and pressure 
needed to design modern steam power-plant. To help the export 
trade, it is desirable that such tables should be accepted internationally 
since the differences between various national tables, although small, 
are significant in contract specifications. It has been agreed that a new 
international table of physical properties of steam should be produced, 
covering temperatures up to 800°C. and pressures up to 1, 
atmospheres. An immense amount of computational work is involved 
and is being carried out in Britain, the U.S.A., the U.S.S.R. and 
Western Germany. In Britain the DEUCE electronic computer at 
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National Engineering Laboratory (Continued) 


NEL is being used for these calculations; similar tables are also to be 


prepared for other industrially important fluids, such as carbon 
dioxide. 


Lubrication 


Adequate lubrication is very important in all machinery — if it is 
ineffective, wear will take place. The economic consequences of wear 
become of greater importance as the capital invested in machinery 
increases, and a clear understanding of the processes of lubrication 
and wear is essential if machines are to last long enough to give an 
adequate return for their cost. The basic and applied research on 
lubrication and wear at NEL includes theoretical and experimental 
investigations of the factors affecting the design and operation of all 
types of bearing. Assumptions which can be made in the design of 
bearings for conventional conditions are not valid for many modern 
applications. For example, because shafts now have to rotate much 
more quickly, drag due to friction and the rise in temperature of the 
lubricant become much more important than at lower speeds. A 
special test rig has been constructed for studying the performance of 
bearings running at speeds up to 60,000 revolutions a minute. It is 
being used to obtain data on frictional power losses in high-speed 
bearings, to investigate ways of reducing these losses, and to develop 
more satisfactory methods for predicting their magnitude. 


Bearings lubricated with a gas instead of an oil are useful when 
extremely low friction is essential. In one type of gas-lubricated bearing 
compressed air is supplied through small holes to provide a ‘cushion’ 
of air between the moving parts. Design data have been produced for 
a versatile type of air-bearing and bearings of this type have been used 
successfully on several precision measuring instruments and also for 
the slideways of a machine-tool. 


Fatigue of metals is still a great problem facing engineering de- 
signers and much attention is being paid to basic engineering 
investigations of the way in which fatigue cracks are formed and 
subsequently grow in various metals and alloys. 


Premature breakage of splined shafts and leaf springs may result 
if a form of wear known as fretting corrosion occurs. This is a type of 
surface damage which takes place when two closely fitting surfaces are 
subject to slight vibrational movement. It has been found, for 
example, that by eliminating the fretting corrosion which occurred in 
a pin-joint (used in aeroplane construction), the joint was eight times 
as strong. A good deal of work is in progress to find out more about the 
way in which fretting corrosion reduces the fatigue strength of 
engineering materials and how it can be prevented by suitable design 
or surface treatment of the metal. It can also cause wear in cast-iron 
machine-tool slides when vibrations are transmitted through the 
workshop floor or from other parts of the machine. Tests on different 
types of cast iron have shown that those with a high phosphorus con- 
tent had a much greater resistance to this form of wear than those 
with only a small amount of phosphorus in them. 


The strength of materials at high temperature is of great importance 
in steam power-plant and gas turbines. Under load at high tempera- 
tures metals undergo slow but continuous deformation, known as 
creep. Research on creep at NEL has shown how important it is to 
know precisely how to relate the creep behaviour of metals under 
practical operating conditions to the results of the relatively simple 
tests usually carried to determine the creep properties of particular 
alloys. (See page 419.) 


Metalworking Processes 


In the production of practically all metal articles the metal is 
squeezed into shape or unwanted metal is cut away. In both these 
processes metal is deformed permanently (or plastically) but sur- 
prisingly little is known about what happens. ‘The plastic deformation 
of metals is therefore being studied experimentally and theoretically; 
itis hoped that a better understanding of the process will lead even- 
tually to more economical designs of metalworking machines and a 
saving of materials. 


Extrusion is a process used in the production of a wide range of 
non-ferrous products. It is also used for steels but it is generally 
necessary to heat the steel billet before forcing the metal through the 
die. Some sections of industry have recently become interested in the 
practicability of extruding an unheated steel billet. The cold extrusion 
process offers a high production rate, a product of excellent surface 
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finish and a substantial saving of material as compared with machining 
processes. In addition, the mechanical properties of the metal are 
improved as a result of cold working. During the past few years the 
process of cold extrusion has been studied extensively in the 
Laboratory and data are now available to manufacturers to help them 
in applying the process to particular products. 


Some of the rarer metals, such as beryllium, have particularly useful 
properties but are very difficult to shape by orthodox methods. 
Promising results have been obtained in preliminary experiments on 
the extrusion of brittle materials (bismuth and magnesium) by 
carrying out the process inside a chamber filled with a liquid at a high 
pressure. 


Accuracy of Manufacture 


The power losses in gears and other mechanisms and the noise they 
make depend largely on the clearances between mating parts and on 
dimensional inaccuracies in manufacture. Research is in progress at 
NEL to improve the accuracy and operation of mechanisms used in 
everyday engineering practice, and to reduce power losses and noise 
in them. Progress in this field depends partly on the development of 
more accurate instruments for measuring the dimensional accuracy 
and performance of engineering parts. Particular attention is given to 
the development of automatic measuring machines and to measuring 
the performance of mechanisms and machine-tools while they are 
running. Techniques using diffraction gratings have many advantages 
for this work. Very accurate circular gratings are being produced in the 
Laboratory and arrangements have been made for photographie 
copies to be produced commercially for industrial applications. 


A machine for measuring pitch errors in gears is now in commercial 
production and an instrument for measuring roundness of shafts, ball 
races and journals has reached the industrial prototype stage. The 
Laboratory offers a service to industry for checking the dimensional 
accuracy of master gears and other precision components, such as 
master lead screws. A new measuring bench has just been brought into 
use for checking pitch errors in lead screws up to 18 feet in length. 
It works automatically and uses a novel combination of electronic, 
pneumatic, optical and mechanical techniques. It is now possible to 
check the dimensional accuracy of such a screw in a few hours instead 
of the many days needed using the conventional method. These 
checks on dimensional accuracy are carried out in a temperature- 
controlled laboratory so that the highest standards of precision 
engineering measurement can be achieved. In addition, portable 
equipment is available for checking the accuracy of large marine gears 
in the manufacturers’ works and for certifying the accuracy of gear- 
hobbing machines used for cutting high-precision gears. 


Research results are normally published in scientific and technical 
journals. In addition, results are published in internal laboratory 
reports which are made available on request to British firms so that 
results can be applied in industry as soon as possible. To help in 
making these reports more readily available, short summaries of 
results of direct industrial interest are being circulated widely to firms 
in Britain with engineering interests. 


Results are also included in appropriate British Standards and 
staff of the Laboratory serve on about 70 committees of the British 
Standards Institution. Help is also given to the International 
Organization for Standardization.

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Cotton Imports from India and Pakistan 


THE COTTON BOARD announced on Thursday that an agreement 
on ceiling figures for imports of cotton manufactures from India 
and Pakistan for retention in the United Kingdom home market had 
been concluded in principle with the cotton industries for those two 
countries. This agreement is for a period of three years and will come 
into force on January 1, 1960. The ceiling figures are the equivalent 
of 175 million square yards in the case of imports from India and 
38 million square yards in the case of Pakistan. The agreement is 
subject to the existence of arrangements for ceiling figures for imports 
of cotton manufactures from Hong Kong. 


Following the Cotton Board’s announcement of their agreement 
with the cotton textile industries of India and Pakistan for the 
limitation of imports into the United Kingdom, the President of the 
3oard of ‘Trade, Sir David Eccles, said: 

‘I welcome the successful outcome of the inter-industry negotiations 
between the Cotton Board and the cotton textile industries of India 
and Pakistan for the limitation of imports into the United Kingdom. 
With the arrangements already in force for Hong Kong, this will 
assure Lancashire of a period of stability as far as Asian Common- 
wealth imports are concerned. 

‘These arrangements are an outstanding example of inter- 
Commonwealth co-operation in the interests of all the parties to them. 


“The success of these negotiations should add greatly to the con- 
fidence with which the cotton industry tackles the problems of 
re-equipment and modernization. Production and employment can 
now be planned ahead with much greater security.’ 


Outstanding Overdrafts of Nationalized Industries 


THE TREASURY NOW ANNOUNCE the bank overdrafts at September 
16, 1959, of the bodies to which advances may be made under Section 
42 of the Finance Act, 1956, as amended by Section 36 of the Finance 
Act, 1959. 

The total of the bank overdrafts of the seven authorities at Septem- 
ber 16, 1959, was {82-4 million, of which {73-2 million was from the 
Clearing Banks and {9-2 million from the Scottish Banks. 

Notes: The bodies to which advances may be made under Section 42 
of the Finance Act, 1956, as amended by Section 36 of the Finance Act, 
1959, are the Electricity Council, the North of Scotland Hydro-Electric 
Board, the South of Scotland Electricity Board, the Gas Council, the British 
Transport Commission, the British Overseas Airways Corporation and 
British European Airways.

Drawback on Silk and Man-made Fibres 


‘THE BOARD OF TRADE announced today that they proposed to review 
the schemes allowing drawback of duty on silk and man-made fibres 
materials umported for use in the manufacture of goods for export. 
‘The announcement invited interested parties to make representations 
for or against the continuance of drawback facilities in respect of 
specific kinds or classes of export goods manufactured in the United 
Kingdom from specific imported silk or man-made fibre products. 

‘The Board now give notice that they are considering an application 
for the allowance of drawback of duty in respect of spun silk fabric 
umported for use in the manufacture of men’s, youths’ and boys’ 
shirts which are exported. Representations which interested parties 
may wish to make should be addressed in writing to the Board of 
Trade, ‘Tariff Division, Horse Guards Avenue, London, S.W.1, not 
later than October 26, 1959. 


ECGD Cover for Yugoslav Business 


THE Export Credits Guarantee Department is now prepared in 
appropriate cases to insure capital goods business with Yugoslavia on 
terms of credit extending to five years from date of shipment, 
Hitherto for this market the limit has been three years from shipment, 


ECGD liability under this new cover for capital goods business with 
Yugoslavia will be 75 per cent. of loss for all risks covered. 


This relaxation is intended to enable United Kingdom manufac. 
turers of capital equipment to continue to compete for business in 
Yugoslavia, now that the recent (February 1959) United Kingdom 
Government loan is fully committed. 


Loans under four separate agreements were made over the period 
1949-1951 to a total of £17 million. A further loan of £3 million was 
made in February 1959. All these loans were for the purchase of 
United Kingdom goods. 

The normal liability for capital goods business is 85-90 per cent. 
according to the cause of loss. 


OSE gS TR 
Commonwealth Economic Consultative Council 


COMMONWEALTH Finance and Economic Ministers who took part 
in the first Ministerial meeting of the Commonwealth Econom 
Consultative Council at Lancaster House ended their meeting on 
September 23. The meeting, which lasted for two days, was under the 
chairmanship of the Chancellor of the Exchequer Mr. Derick 
Heathcoat Amory. 


Munisters attending included the Finance Ministers (Treasurer, in 
the case of Australia) of Canada, Australia, South Africa, India, 
Pakistan, Ceylon, Ghana, Malaya and the Rhodesian Federation. 
New Zealand was represented by the Secretary to the Treasury. 


The British delegation included Lord Home, the Secretary of State 
for Commonwealth Relations, Sir David Eccles, the President of the 
Board of Trade, and Mr. Maudling, the Paymaster-General. In 
addition, Lord Perth, Minister of State for Colonial Affairs, led a 
colonial section of the British delegation, advised by local repre- 
sentatives. 


The Design Centre goes to West Africa 


FOR THE FIRST TIME a display of goods from The Design Centre 
in London is to be shown in Africa. The Kingsway organization, which 
is a retail subsidiary of the United Africa Company, are acting # 
hosts to displays of some 300 exhibits chosen from The Design 
Centre. 

The first exhibition will be held in the Kingsway Stores in Accra, 
the capital of Ghana, this autumn. A similar display will be on show 
in the Kingsway Stores in Lagos, the Federal capital of Nigeria 
early next year. 

In Accra, the display will cover about 2,500 square feet on the 
second floor of the store. This new £600,000 store was opened m 
1957 by the Prime Minister of Ghana and is in every way comparable 
to its modern European equivalent, with escalators, self-servic 
departments, cafeterias and parking space for 200 cars. 


New Colour Films on Electricity and Gas 


‘INDUSTRIAL ELECTRIC HEATING,’ a new 30-minute colour film 
dealing with electrical process heating in many industries, is being 
released in 16 and 35 mm. by the Electrical Development Association.

It demonstrates hov 
such data-processing as accounting procedure and payroll preparatiot 
has kept in step with the rationalization of the gas industry in the 
South West. 
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Europe - the Outer Seven and the Six 


A speech by Mr. W. H. McFadzean, President of the Federation of British Industries, to the Purchasing Officer's 
Association at Folkestone on September 25. 


I AM ESPECIALLY glad to have this opportunity of speaking to 
you on this subject, which is of such immediate and topical importance 
to us all. Had I been addressing you a year ago it might well have been 
on the same theme —freer trade in Europe. For we were then 
watching with lively interest the outcome of the negotiations which 
had been going on for two years, for the formation of a European 
Free ‘Trade Area. This would have embraced all the 17 countries of 
Western Europe within a trading association where tariffs, quotas and 
other restrictions on trade would have been progressively dismantled 
over a period of 12 to 15 years. These negotiations, as you know, 
broke down last December, which is the reason why, not without 
regret, I have to give as the title of my present address not “The 
Seventeen’ but the “Seven and the Six.’ Perhaps I had better make 
clear to those who may not be too conversant with this matter that 
by the ‘Seven’ I mean Great Britain, Austria, Denmark, Norway, 
Portugal, Sweden and Switzerland and by the ‘Six’ Belgium, Holland, 
Luxembourg (the Benelux countries), France, Germany and Italy. 


I need not weary you with all the complex differences which finally 
led to the breakdown of the negotiations, but they revolved around 
the fact that the Six had found themselves able to agree, within the 
framework of the Rome Treaty, to a degree of political and economic 
harmonization which the remaining countries of O.E.E.C. could 
not accept. We could not reconcile ourselves to abandoning Imperial 
Preference and indeed also to the creation of preferences against the 
Commonwealth, which is what accession to the Rome Treaty would 
have meant. Switzerland and Austria, on the other hand, and to some 
extent Sweden, found it equally difficult to accept any radical 
departure from their traditionally neutral status. 


By contrast the Free Trade Area offered all the immense advantages 
of a rapid liberalization of trade within Europe, while still preserving 
the rights of member states to maintain their autonomy in their 
relationships with the rest of the world. 


In the event, however, the Six found the concept unacceptable, 
although it is no secret that Germany and Benelux, and even Italy, 
found less difficulty in it than did France — a position which I believe 
still applies today. 

The breakdown of negotiations created what was, and is, potentially 
a most dangerous situation. It threatened a progressively widening 
breach within Europe, and the overthrow of much of the good work of 
the Organization for European Economic Co-operation. The O.E.E.C. 
was set up in April 1948 to assist inter alia in the freeing of trade and 
payments, and Western Europe has gained from it in economic 
strength to an extent which could hardly have been hoped for a 
decade ago. 

This division of Western Europe into at least two camps was a 
danger we could not face with indifference. If we could not join the 
Six, for good and sufficient reasons, we could certainly not just sit 
back and hope that in time the division would somehow miraculously 
heal itself. Some positive initiative was obviously needed. We, and the 
other countries in what has now come to be called the Outer Seven, 
possess so much in common in our attitude to the whole question of 
freer trade in Europe. It was therefore only natural that our Govern- 
ments should come together and seek to establish some association 
which, whilst offering reciprocal benefits to us all, would permit us to 
work out a common basis for reopening negotiations between ourselves 
and the Six. 

It was this thought which led to the proposals for a European Free 
Trade Association which were agreed in principle by the Ministers of 
the Outer Seven in Stockholm last July. As you know Government 
officials of the seven countries are at present hard at work in drafting a 
Convention to give effect to these proposals. What is envisaged is a 
Free ‘rade Area for the Seven of essentially the same form as was 
initially proposed for the Seventeen and many of its provisions are 
identical with those discussed in the earlier Paris discussions. It will 
cover industrial goods primarily, for there are to be separate agree- 
ments on agricultural and fishery products. And, what I think is highly 
important, the method and timing of the relaxation of tariff and quota 
restrictions to be effected by the proposed Association are so designed 
as to facilitate as far as possible an arrangement ultimately with the 
Six. 


The present negotiations are of vital concern to British industry and 
therefore to the F.B.I. and it may not perhaps be out of place here if I 
say a few words on the attitude which industry as a whole has displayed 
to the present proposals. 

You may have seen the statement which the Grand Council of the 
Federation authorized last June, after very extensive inquiries through- 
out all sections of British industry. These inquiries revealed, or 
should I say reiterated, the significant fact that industrial opinion in 
Britain about European trade is dominated by the need to avoid the 
division of Western Europe into two unfriendly camps. The attitude 
of the Federation to the Outer Seven proposals has thus been primarily 
influenced by its assessment of the contribution the formation of an 
Outer Seven might make towards a constructive form of trading 
association between it and the Six. From this point of view much the 
greater part of industry pronounced itself favourable to, or at least 
prepared to acquiesce in, the proposal, while a substantial section of 
this majoritv saw merit in it on its own account. There were of course 
some important industries who did not, especially those connected 
with timber and paper, because they foresaw much greater com- 
petitive pressure in the home market without the corresponding 
opportunity to expand sales in the rest of the Outer Seven. 

This statement I think highlights the two principal considerations 
on which the proposed new association must be judged: first as a 
thing in itself and, secondly, as a contribution towards a wider 
association with the European Economic Community. 

Merits of the Free Trade Association 

On the first point, we should not of course have considered entering 
the new association unless it had merits in itself. It certainly has, for 
the Outer Seven market is by no means negligible from a British 
point of view. It is true that the Six have nearly twice the population 
of the Seven —- 160 million as against 90 million, of which Britain 
itself accounts for well over half. But even including Portugal the 
Outer Seven have considerably the higher average living standards 
and spending power of the two groups. Switzerland and Sweden have 
the highest per capita incomes in Europe -on average over 1,000 
dollars per head per annum. The United Kingdom, Norway and 
Denmark all have substantially higher average incomes than any 
member of the Six other than the tiny state of Luxembourg. 


Opportunities for British Exporters 

We already sell a great deal to the rest of the Outer Seven. In 1957, 
they took something like £260 million worth of manufactures from us. 
On the other hand their imports of manufactures from the 51x were in 
the region of {£975 million in that year. It would be folly to imagine 
that all this trade can be diverted to us, but a substantial proportion 
surely can, particularly in Scandinavia and Switzerland where we are 
being heavily outsold by the Germans. In all the Outer Seven markets 
Germany is our biggest competitor though Italy and France have an 
important stake in the Swiss and Austrian markets. There is certainly 
plenty of scope for a further increase in the exports of many of our 
goods, and a great challenge to our exporters to do so, particularly 
from the machinery, vehicle and metal working industries, chemical 
and a wide range of textiles. 

It is true that in many cases the tariff preferences we should derive 
may not be large. ‘The Scandinavian countries, in particular, where 
the biggest prospects lie, are generally low-tariff countries, 
but a substantial number of manufactures may carry preferences of 
the order of 10 per cent. or more which can be a vital figure. 

Of course we cannot calculate our advantage solely by looking 
at differences in tariff. The countries of the Outer Seven, particularly 
those of Scandinavia and Switzerland, are highly discriminating 
markets where individual taste often plays a bigger part than price, 
certainly in high quality goods. Nor can we expect that mere differences 
in price will destroy overnight the long-standing commercial ties 
which have been built up between our competitors in the Six and our 
partners in the Seven. Nevertheless the tariff advantages we shall 
gain are by no means negligible, and as I have already said a great 
opportunity is open to our exporters.

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Consequences of Increased Imports from the Outer Seven 


What of the other side of the picture, namely increased imports 
into this country. The other members of the Seven have a much 
narrower range of industrial goods to offer. We already get half our 
pulp supplies and a quarter or more of our wood, timber and paper 
products from the Seven. These may well increase and there are a 
number of other industrial products in which our partners in the new 
association have achieved considerable excellence in manufacture; 
things like watches and clocks, optical goods and scientific instruments, 
ball-bearings, specialized machine tools of various kinds, cutlery, 
glassware and furniture. In these and other lines British manufac- 
turers can expect and indeed must be prepared to face increased 
competition. 


Other Objectives in Forming Outer Seven 


For my own part, however, I feel that it would be quite wrong if 
we were to look at the new association and the advantages it offers solely 
in terms of the favourable treatment which we shall incidentally be 
giving each other. We must always keep right in the forefront of our 
minds the other great objectives of the formation of an Outer 
Seven, namely to facilitate the formation of a bridge with the Six. 


I should like to recall to your memory the words which the GATT 
uses about Customs Unions and Free Trade Areas, which I think 
should be the basis of our whole approach to this question, namely, 
that ‘the purpose of a Customs Union or of a Free Trade Area should 
be to facilitate trade between the constituent territories and not 


raise barriers to the trade of other contracting parties with such 
territories.’ 


This is something which to my mind neither we in the Seven nor 
our European friends, and I use the term advisedly, in the Six should 
ever lose sight of, or indeed fail to give the highest priority. 


I think that if one looks on the wider 17 country negotiations 
within the O.E.E.C., it is possible to detect a certain dualism of 
approach — expansionist on the one hand, protectionist on the other — 
from which none of the participants was wholly free. It is unfortunate 
that the breakdown of negotiations has for the time being strengthened 
the hand of those inside the Six — and I think they are a minority — 
who see it in terms of an inward looking regional block rather than the 
nucleus of an expanding Europe, which was certainly implicit in its 
ry conception and which we in Britain had always hoped that it 
would be. 


Bridging the Gap 


It is, perhaps too much to expect the Six countries at this stage to 
be other than preoccupied with making the Rome Treaty work. This 
in itself is a formidable task, and I would like to pay tribute to the 
determination and vigour with which it is being pursued. One can 
only hope that the same determination and vigour will be applied in 
the fullness of tume, indeed as an urgent task to bridging the gulf that 
now divides Europe. 


For this reason alone, I think it behoves us in the Outer Seven to 
be very careful to ensure that the expansionist character of the EFTA 
18 always uppermost in our minds. This is important not only in a 
European context. The idea of regional trading associations has 
already caught on in other parts of the world and is in particular being 
discussed with interest in Latin America. It may well be that the 
under-developed countries in Asia and in Africa may see in such 
arrangements one of the ways by which they can move towards the 
economic maturity they desire by the mutual increase of Trade between 
them. But unless these regional arrangements are concieved and 
operated in a spirit of expansionism we may well see a world divided 
into a number of mutually exclusive blocks. For the world as a 
whole and certainly for a country like Britain this could be disastrous, 
and since we have in Europe taken a lead in these matters it is up to 
us to point the way. 


Our Relationship with the Six 


It is these considerations I would suggest which should shape our 
thinking when we come to reconsider our relationships with the Six. 
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Perhaps it may be worth while at this stage looking at some of the 
things which divide us and some of the things which unite us. 


Ostensibly, as I said earlier, the European Free Trade Area talks 
broke down on questions of political integration and economic and 
social harmonization. Underlying the breakdown were comple 
emotional, psychological and political factors which it is difficult to 
unravel, but the main strands perhaps are these. 


I hope I shall not be accused of misrepresentation if I suggest that 
the first was a fairly widespread suspicion of British motives and what 
seems to me a deep-rooted misunderstanding of Britain’s repeated 
refusal to identify itself wholly with Western Europe. You will recall 
the often quoted allegation that Britain was trying to get all the 
advantages of the Rome Treaty and escape its obligations. Well so far 
as suspicion of British motives is concerned, some of the fault does, 
I think, lie with us, in that we have failed as a nation to make ou 
position clear. The task of dispelling this suspicion is essentially one 
of public relations in the broadest sense of the term, and I think it is 
up to all of us to play our part in it. 


Next and perhaps more serious was a genuine and fairly widespread 
belief that the Free Trade Area concept was unworkable: that there 
were, for example, very great administrative problems inherent in the 
Certificate of Origin idea; and that unless there were a substantial 
degree of harmonization, the central aim of freer trade would be 
frustrated by disparities in the economic and social institutions and 
policies of the different countries. 


On this I would merely say that one of the tests of the Outer Seven 
Association will be to show that the concept can work and it is up to 
all of us to make it work. 


These I think are two of the great merits of the Outer Seven 
Association: first that it will put this question to practical test, and 
second that in co-operating to make it work we shall be cementing our 
common interests and consolidating the basis of a fresh approach to 
the problem of an arrangement with the Six. 


Wider Problems in Common 


Meanwhile, our preoccupation with our differences about the form 
of our relationship tends to obscure how many problems the Six and 
the Seven share to which we should be seeking common solutions. 
I have in mind such vitally important matters as our policies towards 
the under-developed territories, our attitude towards competition 
from low-wage countries, and our relationships in the field of trade 
and aid with the Communist bloc. These are some of the greatest 
problems facing not only Europe but the whole of the Free World 
today and indeed possibly for this century. There is everything to be 
said for our continuing to explore these and allied problems together 
and not in ‘blocs’ to see what common ground exists between us, 
irrespective of our relationships with each other. I am glad to say that, 
despite our current differences, a great deal of work is at present in 
train in this connection within the Council of European Industrial 
Federations, on which the F.B.I. and its opposite numbers in both 
the Six and the Seven are represented, and where we still talk with a 
freedom and frankness not always possible between Governments. By 
this kind of constructive activity I feel sure that we can gradually 
narrow our differences to the point where the fashioning of an 
ultimate bridge may become easier.

THE MAIN RESULTS of the census of distribution for 1957 have 
now been published* but some further analyses of the census material 
are still being prepared in the census office. These are carried out for 
those needing more detailed information than has been provided in 
the published results, a charge being made to cover the cost of the 
work done. Among these special analyses is a breakdown by standard 
region of the 1957 data for numbers of shops and sales, which has 
been requested by several organizations. 

Unlike the 1950 census which provided very detailed geographical 
data, the 1957 census was a sample survey and regional estimates, 
for most kinds of business, are subject to substantial sampling errors. 
In the table below, which gives regional estimates for retail trade as a 
whole, the standard errors of the regional figures, for numbers of shops, 
sales and employment are of the order of one or two per cent., but the 
margin of uncertainty in figures analyzed by kind of business as well 
as by region is higher and they are not therefore suitable for general 
publication.

the census results were published is the change since 1950 in the 
pattern of commodity sales by various types of retailer. 

The 1950 figures for commodity sales already published in the 1950 
report could not be compared with those given in the 1957 report 
because of differences in coverage between the two censuses. It is not 
possible to produce fully comparable 1950 and 1957 figures and the 
new 1950 estimates given in these tables should be used with caution, 
but they do give some indication of the main changes between the 
two years. 

The sales of each of the main types of retailer in each of the com- 
modity groups distinguished in the censuses are shown in Table 2, 
and the summary in Table 3, for broad commodity groups, shows the 
share of total sales held by department stores and mail order houses, 
as well as co-operative societies, multiple retailers and other retailers. 
The department store figures include some large multiple organiza- 
tions whose main outlets are department stores as well as independent 
department stores. 

The direction of the main changes between the two years was 
already known from figures published in the census report — the 
growth of mail order trading and the increased share of multiples and, 
to a lesser extent, of co-operative societies, largely at the expense of 
the independent retailers. This is, however, the first time the com- 
modity figures have been analyzed in this way. 

It is in clothing and footwear sales that ‘independent’ traders lost 
most ground between 1950 and 1957 to mail order and large multiple 
traders; co-operative societies’ share also fell, but department store 
organizations, whose share of total retail sales fell, more than held 
their own in clothing and footwear. There were more department 
stores in 1957 than in 1950 and these figures, of course, compare total 
sales of all shops classified as department stores in 1957 with sales of 
those falling in this category in 1950, not simply the experience of 
those which were already department stores in 1950. 

In household goods the fall in the share of total sales made by 
independent traders was less marked — and it was department stores 
which lost most ground relative to other traders. The share of co- 
operative societies showed an increase - though, as in the case of 
clothing and footwear, they still accounted for a relatively small 
proportion of total sales. It was mail order houses which made the 
biggest advance in the household goods field, the multiple traders 
showing only a small increase. 

In food and drink the expansion of the multiples was entirely at the 
expense of the independent trader and co-operative societies’ share 
of the total increased. In both confectionery and tobacco the share 
of the multiples was reduced, while the co-operative societies’ share of 
tobacco sales was substantially increased and for confectionery both 
co-operative and independent traders increased their share. 

In addition to showing the shares of each of the main types of retail 
organization the census reports for both 1950 and 1957 show, for each 
kind of business (grocer, men’s wear shop, etc.) sales analyzed by 
commodity group. There is little point in comparing sales of com- 
modities in each kind of business in 1950 and 1957 since the kinds of

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Sales by Wholesale Textile Houses in July 


THE RECOVERY in sales by wholesale textile houses which appeared 
in June continued in July. The value of sales declined seasonally but 
in relation to a year earlier was some 4 per cent. higher. In June the 
increase on a year earlier was as much as 13 per cent. and for the 
second quarter 5 per cent., in contrast to the decrease of 4 per cent. in 
the first quarter. No doubt the June and July figures reflect the 
buoyancy of retail sales of clothing during the fine weather. 

There was a seasonal increase in stocks in July but allowing for 
such seasonal movements the tendency for stocks to be reduced 
continued. At end-July stocks were 5 per cent. lower than a year 
earlier, after being 4 per cent. lower than a year earlier at the end of 
the second quarter and 1 per cent. lower at the end of the first quarter.

Industrial Injuries—New Right of Appeal 


From Monday, September 28, there will be a right of appeal on a 
point of law from the decisions of medical appeal tribunals to the 
Industrial Injuries Commissioner, provided that leave to appeal is 
given, either by the tribunal or the Commissioner. This is the effect 
of regulations (The Family Allowances and National Insurance Act, 
1959 (Commencement) Order, 1959. S.I. 1959 No. 1595 (C.12)) made 
by Mr. John Boyd-Carpenter, Minister of Pensions and National 
Insurance. The regulations bring into operation Section 2 of this Act. 

Medical appeal tribunals hear appeals from decisions of medical 
boards under the National Insurance (Industrial Injuries) (Determina- 
tion of Claims and Questions) Amendment (No. 2) Regulations, 1959.

MANUFACTURERS’ SALES of all knitted goods and fabrics (in.

First Meeting of COD 1961 
Advisory Committee 


THE FIRST MEETING of the Advisory Committee on the Census 
of Distribution and Other Services for 1961 was held at the Board 
of Trade on September 23. 


The Chairman of the Committee, Mr. J. Stafford, read the following 


message from the Parliamentary Secretary to the Board of Trade, 
Mr. John Rodgers: 


“The Census on which you are asked to advise will be only the second 
Census of Distribution covering the whole country, and will be among 
the most important of the basic statistical inquiries undertaken by the 
Board. The information it will provide will in the first place be of value 
to the Government, but we hope it will be of use also to the business 
world. I know from my own business experience how many of the leading 
> 0 mney and distributors have benefited from the previous Census 
checks. 


‘I am glad to be able to say that, so far as we can judge, the need for 
censuses of this kind is nowadays more generally accepted than it was a 
few years ago. But it is still of the first importance that we should carry 
traders with us. With the wide experience of the retail trade which you 
possess you will, I am sure, be able to help us to frame an inquiry which 
will yield the maximum of useful information, but which will also be in an 
acceptable form to the traders who are asked to supply information.’ 


The membership of the Committee was given in the Board of Trade 
Journal of August 28 (page 154). 


Tungsten Ores 


THE BOARD OF TRADE have instructed their agents, British 'Tung- 
sten Ltd., to resume sales of a limited quantity of tungsten ores as 
market conditions permit. Sales will be made gradually in the United 
Kingdom and abroad so as to avoid disturbance of the market. 


Notes — No sales have been made from the Board’s stocks since 
June 1957 in view of the weakness of the market. Prices have risen 
sharply, however, in the past few weeks and are now about 167s. a 
unit. Sales will be made in the light of market conditions. No fixed 
period has been set for disposal. No fixed rate of sales is being aimed 


at, nor has any specific quantity been set aside for disposal. A notice 
of March 20, 1957, stated: 


“The Board wish to announce that their trading stocks have been 
virtually disposed of during the last few years, and that limited quan- 
tities from their strategic stocks are available for disposal. The total 
amount at present available for disposal is about 500 tons metal content. 
The Board’s selling agents, British Tungsten Limited, have instructions 
to dispose of this quantity gradually, as required, so as to avoid undue 
disturbance of the market.’

World Exports of Manufactures in First Half of 1959 


PROVISIONAL FIGURES are given below of the value of world exports 
of manufactures* in the first half of 1959. These are subject to revision 
as they include some estimation, especially for those countries such 
as the United States where national trade classifications differ from 
the Standard International Trade Classification. 


World exports of manufactures, by value, in January to June 1959 
were estimated at U.S.$21,512 million, 4 per cent. more than in the 
first half of 1958 and marginally above the first half 1957 level. 


Canadian and United States exports of manufactures again con- 


tracted in the first half of this year compared with a year earlier, 
although the rate of decline decreased sharply in the second quarter. 
The increase in United Kingdom exports of manufactures in the 
second quarter brought the expansion over a year earlier up to the 
average for all countries. On the other hand, there were simular 
recoveries in exports of manufactured goods from the German 
Federal Republic, Japan, France and the Netherlands in the second 
quarter which brought the percentage increases in the first half year 
over a year earlier for these countries to more than twice that of the 
average for all countries.

Employing Rural Man-Power in Industry 


PROBLEMS WHICH ARISE when employing man-power from rural 
areas in industrial centres are to be examined at a proposed three to 
four days meeting of employers and trade union representatives to 
be organized by the Joint Management Labour Programme of the 
European Productivity Agency under the O.E.E.C. These problems 
include differences in social origin and patterns of behaviour, 
discipline, precision required by industrial work, adaptation of the 
individual to team work and training programmes. The meeting is 
a preparatory one to determine some of the problems which might 
be taken into consideration for possible further research. 


Papers will be read by delegates—employers’ and workers’ 
associations will be equally represented — describing ‘case studies’ in 
the employment of rural labour. Specialists in psychology, cultural 
anthropology, sociology, physiology, vocational guidance and training, 
general education, will make technical contributions to the discussions 
and will also be invited to describe the results of research already 
undertaken. A number of international organizations will be invited 
to send observers. 


The working languages of the meeting will be English, French and 
German. The meeting will not be held before March, 1960, at a 
suitable industrial centre. Travel costs and subsistence will be covered 
by the individuals and/or organizations represented. 

Organizations in the United Kingdom wishing to participate in this 
seminar are invited to communicate with Miss G. N. Ellis, Ministry 
of Labour and National Service, 19 St. James’s Square, London, 
S.W.1, (Tel.: Whitehall 6200, Ext.

E.P.A. Advisory Services 


Two UNITED STATES consultants will start three months’ assign- 
ments (subject to prolongation) in Europe next October. Mr. E. Lee 
Feller, a voluntary chain consultant, will be working primarily in the 
food field. Mr. Williams J. Pilat, a work study consultant, will be 
primarily working in the field of retail distribution. 
The European Productivity Agency are planning pilot seminars of 
one day each in Paris which will serve two purposes: 
(a) To present the consultant to countries representatives prior to 
actual field work consulting assignments; 
(b) To give the consultant the benefit of advice on what will be 
expected of him professionally in each individual country. 
Mr. Feller’s seminar will be held on Thursday, October 22; Mr. 
Pilat’s seminar will be held on Friday, October 23. 


One or two delegates from each country are invited to attend the 
seminars. Those attending Mr. Feller’s seminar should have a good 
working knowledge of the current status of food distribution in this 
country and should be informed of the progress and possible interest 
in the expanding voluntary food chain movement. Those attending 
Mr. Pilat’s seminar should have a good working knowledge of the 
current status of retail (and wholesale) distribution.

Power Station Equipment for Pakistan 


An order worth over £3 million for the supply of diesel-generating 
equipment to the Karachi Electricity Supply Corporation has been 
awarded to The English Electric Company Limited. Consultants for 
the scheme, which is financed by the World Bank, are the Kuljian 
Corporation of Philadelphia. When installed, the 11 diesel-generating 
sets will supply power to a total of 15,000 kW. for the industrial area 
of Karachi. The engines, of the supercharged dual-fuel type, will 
run on natural gas from the large Sui Gas Field in West Pakistan. 
The first part of the equipment will go into service in the middle of 
1960 and the station will be fully operational towards the end of that 
year. Besides diesel engines and alternators, the contract includes 
switchgear, transformers and station auxiliary equipment. 


Building Construction Contract in Rhodesia 

Richard Costain (Africa) Limited are to construct, at a cost of 
about £550,000, a two-block multi-storey building which will 
incorporate premises for the Salisbury Club and commercial offices 
on the old club site in Third Street, Salisbury, Southern Rhodesia. 
The club will be housed in a four-storey block linked by a courtyard 
with an 11-storey office building. The club premises should be ready 
for occupation within two years. An agreement has been entered into 
by the club with the company, whereby Costains erect the building on 
a half-acre stand. In return, six freehold stands (totalling about an 
acre in extent) are to be transferred by the club to Costains, who are 
to have a lease of the commercial floors for 99 years. The architects 
are W. D’Arcy Cathcart & Son. 


Hespital Equipment for Canada 

The new Cedar Springs Hospital of the Ontario Hospital Group is 
being equipped with Leonard thermostatic mixing valves. The manu- 
facturers, Walker, Crosweller & Company Limited (who claim to 
be responsible for 96 per cent. of the British exports of valves in brass 
and bronze to Germany alone) announced recently that so far 171 
valves of various sizes have been specified for this new hospital. The 
valves, known throughout Canada as Rada thermostatic mixing 
valves, automatically mix hot and cold water, or steam and water, to 
give Warm water at controlled temperatures for surgeons’ scrub-up 
sinks, wash basins, staff and patients’ showers, baths and dishwashing 
machines. 


Repeat Order for Britannias 

Bristol Aircraft Limited have announced that Canadian Pacific 
Airlines have placed an order for an additional two Britannias, for 
delivery to Vancouver this month and November. This order brings 
the — fleet of Canadian Pacific Airlines to a total of eight 
aircraft. 





Dredging Contract from Ecuador 


It has been announced that Richard Costain Limited and Dredge & 
Reclaim Limited (the United Kingdom subsidiary of D. Blankevoort 
Zoon N.V.) have secured a £1°5 million dredging contract at th 
port of Guayaquil, Ecuador. The work will be carried out for Com. 
pania Raymond S.A., members of the Raymond Group, who ar 
responsible for the overall port development. The contract wil 
involve the moving of some 14 million cubic yards of dredged 
material, most of which will be pumped ashore as reclamation. The 
dredgers will be supplied by the Caribbean Dredging Compan 
Limited. 


Power Station Equipment for Australia 


Bruce Peebles & Company of Edinburgh have received an order 
worth between £300,000 and £400,000 from the State Electricity 
Commission of Victoria, Australia, for four three-phase transformer 
and seven single-phase transformers, to be used in the State’s power 
distribution system. This is the second large order of this type to be 
received from Australia. The previous one was worth around £250,000. 


British Commercial Vehicles for Overseas Countries 


Guy Motors Limited announced recently that Poland is among 
overseas countries which, during the past few weeks, have placed 
orders totalling more than £500,000 for goods and passenger vehicles 
made by Guy Motors Limited of Wolverhampton. Motoimport o! 
Warsaw — Poland’s central buying organization — have ordered 11 In- 
vincible six-wheel tippers, vehicles which have a luxury cab which 
includes as a standard fitting a plug for an electric razor. This order 
follows the first appearance in Poland of the new Invincibles at the 
Poznan Trade Fair in June last. A substantial part of the half million 
pounds total is accounted for by a single order from Johannesburg 
Municipal Transport Department for a further 20 of the giant 
105-passenger Rolls Royce diesel engined double-deck buses, claimed 
to be the largest of their kind in the world. In addition to Poland and 
South Africa, other big orders have come from Australia, Nigeria, 
Portuguese East Africa, Turkey, Hong Kong, Portugal, Belgium ané 
Holland. Much of the business represents replacement bus fleets for 
the China Bus Company of Hong Kong, Lagos Municipal Transport 
Service and South African Railways, Johannesburg. Guy’s export

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Rome will have Permanent Industrial 
Exhibition 
A NEW permanent international industrial exhibition and ‘work 
trade centre’ opens in Rome in January next. Known as ‘Permindex,’ 
it claims to be Europe’s first permanent industrial exhibition. The 


exhibition buildings are situated in the midst of a new district of 
Rome called E.U.R. (Esposizione Universale di Roma). 


E.U.R. is a newly-developed area lying some four miles west of 
Rome on the way to the sea. It is intended at the outset that eight 
Government Ministries will occupy new buildings there and these 
are now nearly completed. The area also embraces a sports palace, 
swimming pools and stadia which will be used for next year’s Olympic 
Games. One of the prime objects of this new development is to relieve 
traffic and building pressures on Rome itself, and much of the con- 
siderable cost of building this new city has been met by selling 
surrounding land direct to builders for the erection of residential flats 
and houses. 


The four exhibition palaces, which are built of Carrara marble, 
contain 420,000 square feet of show space divided into 15 industrial 
categories in more than 120 exhibit halls. Exhibits will be by industry 
and product category and not by country of origin, and the exhibition 
will display, in changing sequence, only products which can be 
delivered within a reasonable time. 

Exhibitors will be provided, if required, with supervisory staff, 
technical advice and with help in executing stands, installation and 
maintenance.

STEADY DEMAND FOR jai 
MANUFACTURED 
GOODS IN ECUADOR’S § 
DOLLAR MARKET

large market for the United Kingdom, her 

largely agricultural economy provides a 
steady demand for most imported manufactured 
goods. Ecuador has a total population of just 
under 4 millions, whose average income is only 
U.S.$165 per head. The only manufacturing 
industries of any account so far established 
locally are textiles (chiefly cotton, but also on a 
smaller scale rayon, silk and wool), cement, 
pharmaceuticals and cheap ceramics. Con- 
sequently there is a market for motor vehicles of 
all kinds; civil aircraft for use within the country, 
including the high altitude areas; tractors and 
agricultural machinery; textile machinery; electric motors, trans- 
formers, generators and other electrical equipment; most building 
materials; synthetic fibres; rubber tyres, certain chemicals; and many 
other manufactured goods for domestic and other use. Some articles, 
asummiarized list of which is given under the heading of Import and 
Exchange Control, may not be imported at present. However, for all 
other goods the market is open to all foreign countries on an equal 
footing. 

United Kingdom trade with Ecuador was handicapped by the 
imposition in August 1956 of customs surcharges on goods from 
certain countries, including the United Kingdom, which were selling 
more to Ecuador than they were buying from her. In spite of these 
surcharges, which were removed nine months later, United Kingdom 
exports to Ecuador during 1957 (according to Ecuadorean figures) 
totalled just under 44 million United States dollars. The corresponding 
figure in 1958 was a little over 5 million United States dollars, a small 
improvement over the previous two years. The United States takes 
the lion’s share of Ecuador’s trade, supplying 51 per cent. of her 
imports in 1958 and taking 58 per cent. of her exports. Of the other 
countries Germany easily occupies first place with a 134 per cent. 
thare of total imports as compared with the United Kingdom’s 
4 per cent. (see table at end). 


\ LTHOUGH Ecuador cannot constitute a 


Personal Representation a Top Priority 


To achieve success in the Ecuadorean market -— a highly competitive 
one, as Ecuador is a dollar account country — British firms should be 
guided by the following general principles which, although obvious, 
cannot be restated too often. Firstly, it will be a great advantage if 
personal relations can be established with agents and importers and 
therefore a visit by a Spanish-speaking representative must be regarded 
a a top priority by any firm hoping to achieve a sizeable volume of 
business. Catalogues and technical literature should, of course, be 
printed in Spanish, using the metric system. Where motor vehicles 
or any other mechanical products are concerned, the provision of 
spare parts as an important factor in sales promotion cannot be 
exaggerated. 

As Ecuador is essentially a price market, all first inquiries from 
United Kingdom firms should be accompanied by at least some idea 
of the price of the products which are for sale, quoted in United 
States dollars c.i.f. Guayaquil, if at all possible. The first reaction of 
any Ecuadorean firm is ‘what is the price?’ and they will rarely 
consider any proposition until they have the answer to that question. 
lt is perhaps unfortunate for United Kingdom firms that low prices 
and credit terms are far more important selling points than quality. 
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The Deposit for Refined Products of Anglo-Ecuadorean Oilfields Ltd., in Quito. 


We have found from experience that the best method of transacting 
business is through an agent on a commission basis. Quito and 
Guayaquil are, for most purposes, separate markets, and it is therefore 
essential to appoint an agent who is able to cover both fields. However, 
as in fact there are few firms which are able to do this, it may be 
necessary to appoint two agents, one in each city, in order effectively 
to cover the whole country. The practice of circularizing importers or 
dealers at random in an attempt to sell to individual firms is not 
normally successful. A further point for British exporters to bear in 
mind is that there are few concerns in Ecuador with large enough 
financial resources to carry large stocks. On the other hand, there are 
firms which, with good connections, are able to watch the market and 
place substantial orders from time to time on a commission basis. 
The fact that there may not be a steady demand for certain commodities 
should not lead exporters to think that there is no market at all. 


Finance, Economics and Development 


One of the advantages of trade with Ecuador is the comparative 
stability of the currency. The official value of the sucre has been 
maintained for several years at 15-15 to the United States dollar and 
the free market, with temporary fluctuations, at roughly 17-00 sucres 
to the dollar, although at the time of writing (August 1959) the latter 
rate is a little higher. The Monetary Board, set up in 1948, meets 
throughout the year regardless of whether or not Congress is sitting, 
and continues its task of safeguarding the national currency. A further 
advantage of trading with Ecuador is that the grant of an import 
licence guarantees the freeing of the required foreign exchange. 

Ecuador’s economy has not expanded since 1954 and it is in fact 
doubtful whether any notable expansion can be expected unless new 
industries, manufacturing goods for export, are established. At the 
present time, the exports that count are bananas, cocoa and coffee and, 
even if production of these could be increased, there might be 
difficulties in marketing the additional quantities. Thus Ecuador’s 
ability to import is unlikely to increase in the immediate future but 
her reliance on foreign suppliers for manufactured and consumer 
goods, etc. will at least not be diminished. 

Ecuador is receiving generous help from outside for her capital 
development projects. Loans from the International Bank for 
Reconstruction and Development for road construction, a new 
hydro-electric scheme for Quito and the construction of a new port at 
Guayaquil total over 45 million dollars. The United States Export- 
Import Bank has lent large sums, mainly for highways and the 
extensions of existing airfields and European countries have granted 
considerable credits for such items as telecommunications equipment.

Although many of the contracts in respect of the work for which these 
loans have been granted have already been awarded, there are still 
opportunities for British firms to supply equipment and materials for 
some of these projects. 

At present oil is being produced only in the Santa Elena peninsula 
to the west of Guayaquil. Anglo-Ecuadorean Oilfields Ltd., who are 
the largest producers (2,361,624 barrels of crude oil in the year ended 
March 31, 1959), have their wells centred round Ancon and their 
refinery at La Libertad. Hitherto refining capacity has not been 
sufficient to meet domestic requirements and it has been necessary to 
import refined products to make up the difference. Anglo-Ecuadorean 
Oilfields Ltd. are however constructing a new refinery with an 
additional refining capacity of 11,000 barrels per day. It is expected 
to be completed early in 1960 and should be sufficient to meet the 
country’s requirements. New concessions have recently been granted 
for oil prospecting in fresh regions of the coastal plain. Should any 
of these lead to production in sufficient quantities to allow Ecuador 
to export oil, it would increase Ecuador’s revenue and consequently 
her ability to purchase materials and services from abroad. 

There is an opportunity for capital investment by British firms in 
the form of participation in the local production of various goods. 
This can be done in several ways, e.g. a joint venture undertaking 
involving the establishment of a joint company with shareholding by 
the Ecuadorean as well as the parent concern; by outright licencing; 
by establishing a wholly-owned branch factory or subsidiary; or by 
purchasing a sharehold interest in an already established Ecuadorean 
concern. The best method in any particular case will obviously 
depend upon such factors as the size of the market, the capital 
investment involved, the efficiency of the firms already operating in 
the field, etc. At present there is no legal barrier to prevent foreign 
firms participating in local manufacture by any of the methods men- 
tioned above and it is possible that United Kingdom firms may find 
that some form of participation is essential if they wish either to get 
into the market on a large scale or to increase their business. 

It is worth mentioning in this connection that 90 per cent. of the 
industry of the country is devoted to the production of foodstuffs, 
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drinks, tobacco, textiles, pharmaceutical products, sweets and rubber; 
while ‘only 10 per cent. is accounted for by the mechanical and 
metallurgical, timber and furniture, cement and ceramics industries, 
The Ecuadorean Planning Board for Economic Co-ordination consider 
that priority should be given to the production of consumer goods 
though basic industries also need developing. 


Import and Exchange Control 

The following list gives a general pattern of those goods which 

cannot be imported: 
Metal and wooden furniture. 
Rugs and carpets. 
Ready-made clothing. 
Many paper products. 
Chocolate and all sugar confectionery. 
Most foodstuffs. 
Rum, beer and all soft drinks. 

Goods which may be imported are classified under two headings: 

List I Essentials and semi-essentials. 
List II Luxuries and semi-luxuries. 

Importers may obtain import permits for List I goods by applying 
to the Central Bank and by making an advance payment of a stamp 
tax amounting to 5 per cent. of the f.o.b. value of the goods. The 
Central Bank will then make available to the importer the required 
foreign exchange at the official rate of exchange. 

Importers may obtain import permits for List II goods by applying 
to the Central Bank and making the following advance payments: 

(a) 100, 75, 50 or 25 per cent. of the c.i.f. value of the order in 

foreign exchange bought on the free market, the percentage 
depending upon the goods involved; 

(b) a stamp tax of 10 per cent. of the f.o.b. value of the goods.

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PRESENTING 
BRITAIN TO 
FRENCH 
CANADA 


Declared to be the most striking display 
in the Pavillon de I’Iindustrie, the U.K. ex- 
hibit occupied a 30 ft. frontage in a promi- 
nent position. It was organized by the 
United Kingdom Trade Commissioner 
in Montreal, Mr. J. Marshall, who is 
seen in front of the stand. Mr. T. W. 
Robinson, Trade Commissioner, is dis- 
cussing exhibits with visitors at right. 


THE GROWING importance of the French Canadian market centred 
in Quebec Province, with a population exceeding 5 million people, 
is creating an awakening interest on the part of manufacturers overseas. 
This year Britain has taken a lead in bringing to the people of Quebec 
City, in the heart of French Canada, a modest prestige presentation 
of British culture and British goods. For the first time at any French 
Canadian fair the United Kingdom was represented by a government 
sponsored display at the 48th Exposition Provinciale in Quebec City. 
This was also the first time an outside country had participated. The 
decision to compose a presentation of Britain followed recommenda- 
tions of the Rootes Mission to Canada whose members were con- 
siderably impressed by the need for greater promotional effort by 
United Kingdom industry in the heavily populated French-speaking 
region of Canada. Appropriately enough the general theme of the 
Exposition for 1959 was ‘L’Année l’Industrie’. The difficulties of 
mounting such a show at short notice proved a challenge, but the 
friendly co-operation of Quebec officials and business firms and the 
alertness of British manufacturers who were approached, did much to 
smooth the path. 


After a break in the weather which brought cooler temperatures, 
the skies broke clear and sunny for the opening days of Quebec’s 
premier fair and crowds poured into the exhibition park from far and 
wide over the Labour Day weekend holiday period. The stage was 
set for a 10-day record show. 


Like all such fairs across Canada, L’Exposition Provinciale had its 
origin as an agricultural show and its ties with the farming community 
have in no way diminished. Each day in the spacious Palais de 
Agriculture and adjoining barns livestock, flowers, fruits, vegetables 
and other farm produce are on display or being judged in the show 
ring, the farmers’ wives vie with one another in displaying their fancy 
needlework, colourful rugs and other homecrafts in the Pavilion of 
Domestic Arts, whilst the unique handicrafts for which Quebec has 
long been noted are plentifully displayed in other buildings. But the 
‘Expo’ is no longer simply a farmers’ fair, it provides a meeting place 
for farm and city and caters increasingly to the urban population. 
Well over 200 commercial and industrial exhibitors cram the two 
main exhibition buildings, the Palais de Commerce and the Pavillon 
de l’Industrie, spil! over into other buildings or display their equip- 
ment in the open air or under the trees of the exhibition park. Office 
equipment manufacturers rub shoulders with sewing machine firms, 
farm machinery makers seek attention alongside manufacturers of 
fe engines and other municipal equipment. The crowds are in 
holiday mood and the tempo is gay, quickened by the gaudy cacophany 
of the midway, the smells of hot dog stalls, patates frites, and candy 
floss, the excitement of harness races and a ‘grande revue’ staged in 
the magnificent coliseum building, seating 10,000 people. A grand 


pot pourri of attractions draws over 400,000 people to L’Exposition 
Provinciale. 
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The opening ceremonies were performed in the coliseum on the 
evening of September 4 by the Hon. John Paul Beaulieu, Provincial 
Minister of Commerce, who was introduced by the Mavor of Quebec 
City and President of the Exhibition, Mr. Wilfred Hamel. In his 
speech, Mr. Beaulieu referred to the immense progress being made 
by the Province on the economic front. 


The United Kingdom exhibit in the Pavillon de I’Industrie was 
organized locally by the United Kingdom Trade Commissioner in 
Montreal with the assistance of the United Kingdom Information 
Service in Quebec City. The stand, designed by a French Canadian 
studio in Quebec City, occupied a prominent corner location on a 
30 foot frontage. It was declared to be by far the most striking display 
in the building. The headboard carried the lettering ‘Royaume Uni’ 
in relief flanked by two large cutout coats of arms. The stand contained 
three large showcases in a central position on either side of which, 
against the back wall, were displays of textiles. The side walls were 
only partially enclosed, one side wall held a panel depicting the 
servicing facilities built up by the United Kingdom automobile 
industry, the other, a panel on tourism. On the front corner of the 
stand was a full scale working model of a Rolls Royce diesel engine 
with cut away sections cleverly illuminated. This soon provided a 
centre of attraction. Some 50 British firms contributed to the display, 
either directly or through their Canadian agents: the main categories 
shown being textiles, pottery and glass, silverware, pewter and church 
plate, cutlery, leather goods, knitwear and accessories. The lighting 
fittings, carpets and even the carpet underlay were provided by 
British manufacturers. One section of the textile display was arranged 
by the National Wool Textile Export Corporation: the other section 
by the Canadian branch of the British Branded Textile Group. With 
one exception all of the firms represented were already selling in 
Canada and most of the items chosen were in fact stocked by shops in 
Quebec City. One store had a supply of fabrics sent over from England 
by air freight. They arrived on opening day. Another promptly 
booked an order with the Montreal distributor as soon as the selection 
was made. Numerous stores in town responded to an invitation to 
feature British goods in their windows during the Exhibition. 


Quebecans were tremendously impressed by the recognition by 
Britain of their Provincial fair and the exhibit was enthusiastically 
received. The Minister of Commerce accompanied by the Mayo: and 
his entourage proceeded to the stand after the formal ceremonies in 
the coliseum and expressed great interest in the display. Each of the 
Quebec newspapers carried an account and photographs of the 
British stand. The Trade Commissioners accepted invitations for 
luncheon speaking and radio interviews. 


All display material and literature, including a specially illustrated 
brochure prepared by the Central Office of Information, was, of 
course, in French, and this appealed greatly to the notably in- 
dividualistic French Canadian. In fact, seldom was English heard on 
the stand.

Cuba and the United Arab Republic 


A COMMERCIAL AGREEMENT between Cuba and the United Arab 
Republic was signed in Havana on August 28. 


The Agreement provides for mutual most-favoured-nation treat- 
ment in respect of Customs duties and similar charges, except for the 
special privileges granted by Cuba to the United States and by the 
United Arab Republic to neighbouring Arab countries. 


The parties undertake to encourage trade in each other’s products 
and manufactures and, in particular, to facilitate the import and 
export of the following goods: 

Cuban Exports: Salted hides, tallow for soap making, copper, rayon 
cord for tyres, powdered milk, coffee, cocoa, raw sugar and tobacco. 

Exports of the United Arab Republic: Raw cotton, cotton yarns, 
cotton thread, cotton piece-goods including those combined with silk 
and wool, cotton underclothing including mixtures, nylon acetate yarn, 
dried fruits, almonds, pistachio, hazel nuts, dates, olive oil, wheat, 
barley, onions, garlic, henna, artistic articles (Khan al Khalili), gold 
and gold plated and silver articles and liquors, beers and wines. 

The Agreement took effect provisionally 15 days after signature 
and, subject to ratification, remains in force for one year. There is 
provision for renewal by exchange of notes two months before the 
expiry date. 


Tunisia and Yugoslavia 


A TUNISIAN/YUGOSLAV Mixed Commission which met in Tunis 
from July 6 to 10, 1959, agreed on the extension of the Trade Agree- 
ment between the two countries for a further year from July 1, 1959, to 
June 30, 1960. New quota lists have been agreed and provide for an 
exchange of goods to the value of 3,600,000 United States dollars in 
each direction. 


Yugoslav exports to Tunisia will include various foodstuffs, hops, 
tobacco, various sawn wood, matches, hardware, enamelled tableware, 
miscellaneous machines, motors and tools, electrical equipment, 
plastic materials, iron for reinforcing concrete, transport equipment, 
fishing boats, cigarette paper and various textiles.

This matter has been reported by telegraph by the United Kingdom 
Senior Trade Commissioner at Canberra, who has been asked by the Austra- 
lian authorities to notify them at the earliest possible date if any United 
Kingdom interests propose to tender evidence. In accordance with normal 
procedure, notification in this instance should be given to the Australian 
authorities not later than October 19, 1959. Before this date, therefore, 
United Kingdom trade associations or firms intending to submit evidence 
to the Tariff Board should so advise the Commercial Relations and Exports 
Department, Board of Trade, Horse Guards Avenue, London, S.W.1, 
quoting reference number C.R.E. 9921/59.

Import of Bees and Used Bee-Keeping Appliances 


THE UGANDA Gazette Supplement dated August 27, 1959, contains 
a copy of the Prohibited Imports (Uganda) (Bees and Bee-Keeping 
Appliances) Order, 1959, effective from September 1, 1959, which 
states that the following items may not be imported into Uganda 
without a permit issued by the Senior Entomologist or by any person 
authorized by the Governor to issue such permits: 

(a) bees, including queen bees, or their pupae or larvae or eggs or 
the comb of bees; 

(b) used bee hives or used bee cages, used bee hive accessories or 
appliances or any things which have been used to contain or 
manipulate bees, honey, beeswax or ghedda wax: 

Provided that nothing in this paragraph shall apply to honey 
in airtight jars or tins; 

(c) beeswax or ghedda wax or trigona wax, crude or refined, or any 
comb foundation. 


The Schedule to the Order consists of three forms and applications 
for permits to import any article restricted by the Order should be 
made in writing, in one or other of the forms, to the Senior Ento- 
mologist.

THE FOLLOWING amendments to the Second Schedule to the 
Customs Tariff Ordinance, 1958, published in the Board of Trade 
Journal, May 1, 1959 (pages 1054 to 1059), and subsequently amended 
have been made by the Customs Tariff (Duties and Exemptions) 
(No. 4), Order, with effect from August 13, 1959.

is administering the Government of Nigeria or of a Region or is 
acting as the Commissioner of the Cameroons.

Import Licensing 


UNDER DECREE No. 347, issued by the Syrian Ministry of Economy 
on June 25, 1959, the period of validity of import licences was reduced 
to two months. The Board of Trade have now been informed that the 
period of validity of import licences has been restored to four months 
by the issue of Decree No. 477 of August 8, 1959. The decree also 
allows the extension to four months of the period of validity of 
licences already issued while the earlier decree was in force. Licences 
for which documentary credits have been opened may be granted 
longer periods of validity (the period of validity may be extended to 
the period of validity of the credit) and for licences for the import of 
industrial equipment the period of validity may be extended to cover 
the delivery period provided for in the contract of purchase. 


Import Restrictions Removed 


NOTICES appeared in the Board of Trade Journal on January 30, 
1959 (page 280) and on April 10, 1959 (page 872) giving details of 
those goods which might be imported into Syria only from Arab 
League States, from countries having trade agreements with Syria 
based on an equivalent trade balance and from countries with which 
Syria had a favourable trade balance in 1957. 


The Board of ‘Trade understand that this restriction on imports 
no longer applies and that provided a licence has been obtained the 
goods concerned may now be imported from other countries. 


Import of Diesel Vehicles Prohibited 


THE BRITISH EMBASSY in Beirut have reported that the Syrian 
Ministry of Economy have banned the import of all kinds of diesel 


vehicles, whether for transporting goods or passengers, with effect 
from August 19, 1959. Import licences issued up to August 18 remain 
valid but may be extended or renewed only for customs clearance 
purposes or in cases in which a documentary credit has been opened 
or in which payment in full has been made through an authorized 
bank, within the original validity of the licence.

Changes in Customs Duties 


THE FRENCH Journal Officiel of September 22, published a Decree 
listing further tariff items on which the import duties are to be 
provisionally reduced for goods coming from all countries to which 
France gives most-favoured-nation treatment, including members of 
the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade. (The announcements of

Change in Import Levies 


Tue Landsbanki has informed the British Embassy, Reykjavik, that 
there has been a change in the special fees chargeable on imported 
automobiles and motor cycles entering Iceland. The amendment 
reads as follows: 

‘Licence fees of 250 per cent. of the f.o.b. price are levied on 
licences for importing cars and motor cycles. Exempted from 
this are those making their living by driving (e.g. taxi and truck- 
owners) and doctors, who pay 160 per cent.

HER MAJESTY’S EMBASSY at Asuncion report that by resolution 
of the Central Bank of Paraguay, iron hoops and bands (paragraph 
441 of the Paraguayan Customs tariff) are now subject to a deposit 
of 10 per cent. (instead of 25 per cent.) when they are used for packing 
Paraguayan products for export. 


Import Surcharge Raised 


HER MAJESTY’S Embassy also report that a further resolution of 
the Central Bank imposes an additional exchange surcharge of 
Sper cent. as from August 1, 1959, on the c.i.f. value of imports into 
Paraguay, the proceeds from which are to be used for the purposes 
of road construction.
